Summary of Helos from the far East, 


CHINA. 
SHANGHAI. 
Dates extend to the 22nd Nov. No later mail had been received 


from London. 
The following summary is from the North China Herald :— 


We have little to report in the way of news. The principal 
occurrence of public interest has been the annual meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce. The report and accounts having been 
passed, the members of the Chamber discussed a letter addressed 
to it by the Piece Goods Brokers, and came to the conclusion that 
they could not interfere for the protection of that body from the 
evils which they complained had crept intothe trade. The Cham- 
ber recommended the adoption of the new Inward Bill of Lading 
via the Canal, drawn up for the Eastern Trade by the London 
Committee, and passed a resolution inviting shippers at Shang- 
hai and Hankow to give it their preference. With regard 
to the subject of mildew in Piece Goods, it was announced 
that the Committee of the Chamber were about to address 
a letter to the Manchester Chamber of Commerce. A reso- 
lution authorising the Committee to contract for telegraphic 
news, for 1873, was passed ; and also one instructing the secretary 
to address the Municipal Council and other authorities, with a 
view to permitting souks to be transhipped at Shanghai from one 
vessel to another without payment of wharfage dues. The Cham- 
ber agreed to recommend that Shanghai should be made a Port 
of Registry for British shipping. 

Our Tientsin correspondent writes on the 9th:—The waters 
around here have gone a little lately, and will no doubt continue de- 
creasing till next year’s rains setin. In less than two weeks, how- 
ever, we shall see the country around us a sheet of ice, a universal 
state of glaze which will last through the winter. We have now four 
foreign men-of-war moored properly for the coming winter, their 
yards down, and decks housed in with matting, and two Chinese 
war vessels are similarly preparing to pass the winter here. The 
crews of the men-of-war have had their kits seasonably supple- 
mented by fur jackets. The thermometer has already touched 32, 
being driven down to that point after the last northerly gale, and 
three-eigths of an inch of ice is a premonition that winter is 
closing in. 

There is no political’ news stirring at Peking, and itjis pro- 
bable that nothing of interest to foreigners will now occur uati] 
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the Emperor actually takes up the reins of government. The 
Audience question will most likely then receive early attention. 
It is said that the French Minister will lead off, the British, 
American, German and Russian following; and there is reason 
to suppose that the audiences will be granted. Although 
the Emperor will assume the personal control of affairs in Feb- 
‘ruary, the Empress-Dowager, Prince Kung, and the other 
Ministers of State will no doubt continue to exercise considerable 
power till his Majesty has reached a more mature age than 
seventeen. The Chinese appear to know nothing as to the capa- 
bilities, natural or acquired, of the young Emperor. 


From Newchwang we hear that the approach of winter has 
somewhat quickened the demand for manufactures, but rates are 
unsatisfactory, being for 7 Ibs. Grey Shirtings Tls. 1.65, and 8} 
Ibs. ‘T's. 1.80. In ten days the river will probably be full of ice, 
and not a ship in port ; tlfen the severity of early winter will be 
checked for another ten days, during which vessels could get up. 

Admiral Shadwell has gone up the Yangtaze to visit the vessels 
of the squadron stationed at the Yangtsze ports. 





HONG KONG. 
Advices are to the 28th Nov. ; the French mail from London, 
Oct. 11, arrived out on the 22nd Nov., and the following P. and O. 
mail of Oct. 18 on the 27th. 


The Foreign Community of Canton have helda meeting to make 
arrangements for establishing a Bowling Alley Association. The 
gentlemen present were Messrs. Hutchison, Cunningham, Talbot, 
Devens, Thomas, Wright, Krauss, Cheshire, @. M. Smith, Arnhold, 
Rowe, Kramer, Gardner, Crace, Hutchinson, 8. Deacon, Gifford, 
Stretten, Ilippesley, Carrall, Bumiller, Gepp, Allen, Bennett, 
Hardy, Gillison, Nye, Heitmann, and Sampson. A resolution was 
moved that the sum of money known as the American Garden 
Fund should be borrowed for the purpose$ of the Association, and 
it being stated that this amount—about $5,000—would not be 
sufficient, an arrangement was made to raiso a further sum of 
$4,000 by the issue of $100 shares. The proceedings closed with 
the appointment of a Committee to obtain estimates of the cost 
of a piece of’ ground and of the erection of a building thereon. 


A second correspondent (who might advantageously have ex- 
pressed his desire for easy travelling over a less eccentric-looking 
signature) writes to the Dazi/y Press to confirm the views of the 
writer, whose proposition to lay a line of railroad at Kowloong we 
recently noticed. [He charges us with seeming to entirely over- 
look the object of constructing sucha railroad, which, he assumes, 
would ¢xd-re the Chinese to invite us to lay down a line to Can- 
ton, &c. We did not overlook it ; we simply said, and still think, 
it would be useless. All that a very short railroad in British terri- 
tory would do, would be to illustrate its mechanical advantages, 
and of these the natives have but little doubt. But it would, in 
no way, illustrate the business facilities which render a railway 
desirable. The advantage of laying a line of rail, in the first 
place at the North, would simply be those of impressing the pro- 
vincial authorities with the fact that it was of no use making ab- 
surd complaints against Iccal lines, while the principal officials of 
the Kimpire were actually seeing and using a similar line them- 
selves. By all means let us have a line to Canton as soon as 
possible: but let us bear ic mind that no Viccroy, even if person- 
ally well-disposed, and able to guarantee the good conduct of the 
peasantry in his provinces, will venture to father a railway until 
thoroughly assured of superior approval. It is under this convic- 
tion that we write as we do : and we may add that our own opinion 
is that held by nearly all foreign and native officials. 


A correspondent writes :—At about four o’clock on the after- 
noon of Saturday last another band of thieves rushed into a 
native bank, where money was being weighed, and carried off 
about seven hundred taels of silver. Although quite a storm 
was raise], the rascals made good their escape, of whom one, 
whilst leing closely chased by a policeman, fired off a pistol at 
his pursucr, who was grazed by the bullet on his side. The news 
of this rcbbery was spread like wild-fire, and I repaired to the 
spot, but it was dangerous to be there, as soldiers and policemen 
were running about in all directions, armed with swords and 
spears, of which they were making a sort of theatrical play, not 
caring if anyone was hurt. The inhabitants in the neighbour- 
hood seein to have become so panic-stricken that I counted fully 
sixty shors clused. ‘he mandarins have issued orders to close the 
gates of the city at a much earlier hour, leaving only a passage 
sufficient for one man to go through, open till a later hour. 
Posters were seen yesterday on the walls, offering rewards for the 
apprehension of anyone of the ladrones. 

There can he no doubt that the Chetod takes in the hebdomadal 
issued from the Lily Shipping News Office. It is very evident 
that his Excelleucy was not apprise | of the existence of unhidden 
gambling shops in the different parts of the city, till the appear- 
ance of the slashing article on gambling in the hebdomadal I 
have referred to. A reward of seven tacls is now offered to any 
one who may inform the authoritics of the whereabouts of any 
gambling den. It remains to be seen whether the master of 
a gambling shop will not pay a larger amount to an intended in- 
former and gag his mouth thereby. The occupants of the houses 
of ill-fame are also ordered out of the city, but the why and the 
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wherefore are not stated. Perhaps some new functionary has 
been installed in office, and wants to make a show of his authority 
that some Mexicans may flow into his pocket. 

The Japanese troupe are putting up a matsiel on the piece of 
ground on the hack of the premises occupie.l before by Dent and 
Co., on the Honam side, at a rental of $100 per month. Large 
numbers of Chinese, I hear, will come up from Hong Kong prior 
to the taking of the census, of which they seem to entertain a 
peculiar notion. They seem to think that it is a preliminary 
measure to the introduction of a poll-tax. Nee 

The Customs guard-boats, which are stationed in the vicinity 
of Macao, scem to be always engaged in fighting with whom they 
take to be smugglers, but the sequel docs rfot confirm it. Fight- 
ing is always reported, but nothing captured. Iuropeans have 
also been wounded lately, but I do not know the size of the 
bullets by which they were hit. The new Commissioner, Mr. 
Cartwright, has not yet taken charge, and I hear he is waiting 
further instructions from the Plenipo. 

The following items are from the China Mai? :— 

It is officially notified that Wong-fung.wan, Chinese master in 
the Government Central School, has been dismissed from public 
employment. It will be recollected that he was plaintiff in a 
recent libel case. 

It would appear that the Harbour Mister’s-office is to be 
rebuilt, as the Guzette invites tenders for pulling down the 
present edifice and putting in foundations for a new building on 
the same site. 

A census is to be taken on the 1st December, and the English 
edition of the Guzctte notifies the foreign residents accordingly. 

We learn that four of the boys at the Central School have 
received appointments on probation at the Canton Customs. 
Native rumour attributes the vacancies they are to fill being 
open to the fact of the withdrawal of some of the existing staff 
to K’iung-chow, the port shortly to be opened in Hainan. 

We are glad to observe the return of Mr. F. Stewart, Head 
Master of the Central School, from Japan, where he had been on 
a short term of Icave for the purpose of recruiting his health. 
The trip appears to have been of great benefit to him. ‘ 

The Chinese Li Lai Chun, condemned to death for the murder 
of his mjstress Lum Sui Wan, was executed on the 18th in the 
presence of a large crowd of spectators. The doomed man be- 
haved very coolly up to the timd of his ascending the scaffold. 
While he was being pinioned, he remarked that a man must die 
once some time or other, and requested that his body might, if 
possible, be given up to his relatives. As he went up to the gallows 
he said “ you allcome to sec me die "—an expression which, in 
Chinese idiom, would mean that those present were there to pay 
him the last tribute of respect. 

The Gazette contains a proclamation notifying Her Majesty’s 
approval of the ordinances 7 and 8 of 1872, relating to the regis- 
tration of births and deaths, and the amendment of the law re- 
lating to criminal procedure ; a notification embodying the regu- 
lations in force as to the dict, accommodation, &c., of Chinese 
passengers, the October report of the superintendent of Fire 
Brigade, an, important hydrograpic notific ition relating to the 
Bay of Tong bu, Quelpart Island, and Possitte Bay—the Indian 


quarantine regulations, and some other notifications which we , 


note in separate paragraphs, 

A correspondent writes, as the use of the Cathedral Chancel 
only during the repairs to the main building results in an uncom- 
fortable crowding for seats, may I suggest that seats be placed in 
the Vestries or ‘ Lady Chapels,” as they are technically called, 
behind the screens, so as to allow those who are only temporary 
visitors to find place. Some seven or eight strangers from ships 
in harbour were last Sunday compelled to take their choice between 
standing for the whole service or leaving the building. 

A case of some interest, that of Block and others, v. the China 
Trader’s Insurance Company, has been dzcided in the Supreme 
Court at Hong Kong, involving one of the most difficult points 
connected with marine insurance, namely, the liability of the 
underwriters in cases wh:re there is a question whether the 
injury arose frm peril of the sea, or from ordinary wear and tear. 
The salient point for decision was, whether the loss of the screw 
of the steamer United Service, which broke off near Scawfell Reef 
in the Gulf of Siam, was so broken in consequence of being struck 
by some object. as averred by plaintiffs, or in consequence of in- 
jury sustained during previous voyages, or, on the other hand, 
simply from an inherent vice in the shaft, which, it was alleged 
by defendants, ha. been deteriorated in consequence of having 
been welled, and not fixel truly in the bearings. As usual in 
such cases, the skilled evidence was somewhat conflicting, and as 
the case was presented to the jury it was one of a balance of pro- 
babilities. After careful consideration, a verdict was given for 
the defendants, 

The latest development of the dispute at Macao, concerning the 
shipment of covlivs to Costa Rica, is of a somewhat startling 
nature. It appears that the Superintendent of E-nigration refused 
point blank to take the responsibility of signing the contracts, 
and that matters went so far that the Governor suggested to him 
that he would disiniss him from his post. Un this the Superin- 
tendent said that in that case be would report himself at Lisbon. 
This did not apparently meet his Exeellency’s views, and after 
some furtlicr conference, the affair ended in the Superintendent 
taking a fortuight’sleave of absence, and under these circums 
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stances the contracts were signed by the Deputy Superintendent, 
whose views were more in accordance with those of the Governor. 
It is rather to be regretted that the Superintendent did not refuse 
+ 4e absent from his post while important business demanded his

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
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- SINGAPORE. 
Our advices extend to the 5th Dec.; the outward mail from 
London, Nov. 1, was received Dec. 3, per P. and O. steamer 7¥a- 
vancore. The following items of news are from the Straits Times :— 


The event of principal interest has been the preliminary exa- 
mination of Aaron Raphael Joshua, of Joshua and Brother, 
opium traders, before Captain Walshe, police magistrate, upon a 
criminal charge of four counts brought against him by the Mer- 
cantile Bank. The accused was committed for trial on all the 
counts at the next °criminal sessions, which will ‘come on early 
next month. 

In commercial affairs no improvement can yet be noticed ; in- 
deed, business may be said to be almost at a standstill. Most 

eople have their attention mainly occupied with counting their 
osses, and extricating themselves with all they can get a hold 
of from the debris of the late storm, which indeed cannot be said 
to be over yet. One or two more failures have taken place, and 
the utmost distrust prevails. For the time the credit system is 
nearly inabeyance. Lawyers alone are busy, and doing a thriving 
business, pocketing many fat fees and running up long bills of 
costs, which will cause still longer faces when the time for pay- 
ment comes. 

In local politics there is nothing new to record. His Excellency 
the Governor continues in Penang and Province Wellesley, but 
the colonial steamer Pluto left on the 30th Nov., to bring his Ex- 
cellency back here to meet the Coburg Princes, who are expected 
from Ceylon by the next French mail. Whether the Legislative 
Council was formally closed in Penang as expected by the usual 
speech has%not yet transpired. : 

The election of a Municipal Commissioner to fill the vacancy 
caused by the expiry of the term of office, three years, of Mr. R. 
C. Woods, will take place on the 5th December. The election does 
not create much excitement, the rate-payers being at present too 
much occupied with their own affairs. Besides, the office is not 
much coveted, of which there could be no greater proof than the 
fact that H.E. the Governor has been unable for some time back 
to get any one to fill a vacancy in his nomination. Under these 
circumstances it is not to be much wondered at, although we think 
it to be regretted, that his Excellency should feel himself justified 
in recommending and carrying out the abolition of the Commis- 
sion. People wonder where the report of the Commission ap- 
pa, to virtually decide upon the expediency of this measure 
can be! 

In our last issue we omitted to notice the visit of the Rajah and 
Ranee of Sarawak, with their family and suite. The distinguished 
visitors stayed a month. They have since gone on to Batavia, 
Rajah Brooke having some negotiations to conclude with the 
Dutch Government with reference to the boundaries between Sa- 
rawak and Pontianak. 

H.M.S. Adventure, Captain Rising, left on her return voyage to 
Hong Kong on the 28th November, with Col. Smith and the 80th 
Regiment, except one or two detachments, on board. 

e U.S. flagship Colorado arrived from Hong Kong on the 29th 
November, and sailed for home on the 2nd December,the Admiral’s 
flag having been transferred to her consort, the Lackawanna, 
which accompanied her thus far. 

Saturday, the 30th November (St. Andrew’s Day) was observed 
as a general holiday, and most business men took advantage of the 
occasion to forget their bad debts and business cares by arun into 
the country or down the coast for a dip in the sea. 

The Dengue fever has found its way here at last, and, we are 
informed, is quite rife ; but the medical authorities aver that it 
is of a milder type than that which has been scourging India, 
and lasts only a few days. 

We learn that the steamer Tanah Merah, 555 tons, has been 
bought by a Hong Kong merchant for 890,000 cash down, and is 
intended for the Manila trade. 

The steamer Cleator, 314 tons, changc.] owners also a short time 
ago, having been bought by Captain D. Ross for the Labuan trade 
for $32,000.

IMPORTS. 


TIENTSIN.—Advices from this port are again unfavourable, and 
though prices of all Cotton Goods were reasonable, there appeared to 
be little outlet for them. In fact the dealers in Shanghai believed 
that Tientain business would during the next season be diverted to 
Chinkiang and Hankow. 

Hanxow.—There was very littlo business doing, and the demand 
for all classes of goods seemed to have dicd out. There had, how- 
ever, according to the public circulars, been a considerable business in 
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Plain Cottons during the fortnight. The prices nominally current for 
8} Ibs. Grey Shirtings were better than those ruling in the Shanghai 
market, and “Taiping " 9-10 to 12 lbs. were quoted as high as Tls. 2.68 
per piece. One small sale of ‘‘8 man” chop 15$ Ibs. Drills, was re- 
ported at Tls. 3.18 per piece. 

Cuinkiana.—The market for Grey Cottons was very dull, and im- 
porters were selling their stocks at the best rates obtainable, prices in 
consequence being weak. 8 lbs. Grey Shirtings were only worth 
Tis. 1.77 to 1.80 per piece, with few bayers; 7 lbs. Cloth was quoted 
at Tls. 1.65 to 1.67 per piece. T-Cloths: The only demand was for 
favourite Mexican goods at Tla.1.45 per piece. Drills were quiet and 
lower. Woollens showed signs of weakneas, and could only be realised 
at a reduction in value. 

SHanaual.—A smaller business had seldom or never been recorded 
than had been transacted between jimporters and natives during the 
week under notice. The market was in a most unsatisfactory posi- 
tion. The demand for the principal Grey Cotton staples had almost 
utterly collapsed. Fancy Goods had received very little attention, and 
the trade wants for Woollens had been very easily satisfied. The 
collapse in the market was attributed to the difficulties of a native 
broker and to lower prices in the North. Metals.—Extensive sales of 
Lead, aggregating about 30,009 piculs, had been made to foreign and 
native speculators, and, during the excitement, Tls. 480 per picul cash 
had been paid for L. B. This run on the article is somewhat difficult 
to account for unless it be that it cannot be laid down here from home 
at the prices now ruling. The stocks were 90,000 piculs, and the 
supply afloat, was estimated at 10,000 piculs, and these, placed against 
an average yearly consumption of say 85,000 piculs, do not seem to 
warrant any great amount of speculation fora rise. At the close L.B. 
sold at Tls. 4.85 per picul for customary clearance. Iron had been 
dealt in very sparingly. 

Hona Kona.—The mail steamers had brought small supplies of 
manufactured goods, in addition to which there had been the follow- 
ing arrivala:—From Liverpool, Menelaus, str. ; from London, Cairns- 
more, ship, and Drummond Castle, Enterprise and Jord of the Isles, 
steamers. ‘Trrnsactions during tbe fortnight had been of a moat 
trivial character. A rather firmer feeling prevailed, but no material 
improvement was looked for until a more extensive demand should 
arise. The dealers generally were barely supplied, but they had no 
confidence that prices had seen their lowest, and they continued to 
hold off in the hopes of laying in stocks at even cheaper rates than 
those current. Trade at all the oulports was upon a very small scale, 
but as the Rice harvest waa reported good, an improvement was 
hoped for ere long. Coutton Yarn : 16s to 24s without change. 283 
to 323, without stock and parcels arriving purchased at late rates, but 
noadvance obtained. 38a'to 428 a vety small inquiry cxisted at last 
quotations. Only 25 bales had changed hands during the fortnight. 
Grey Shirtings: 7 lbs. showed a slight improvement, but transactions 
still confined to speculative, purchases by foreigners. Ratea for beat 
improvedto $2.12) 8.4 lb. rather better ; but it was still very diffi- 
cult to obtaiu offers at anything like the equivalent of home values. 
Transactions had been most trivial. All other Cotton Goods and 
Woollens were a!most entirely neglected. In Metals a small business 
had been doing. Nail Rod Iron was very steady. Bar had been in 
fair request and prices had advanced abont 10 cents per picul. Hoop 
was held firmly. In Round Iron and Wire no transactions were re- 
corded. Steel had improved. Quicksilver was steady. Yellow Metal, 
owing to the fall in price in England, was weaker. Lead was nominal, 
at $6.25 for “L.B.,” holders were asking $6.50 per picul. 

Foochuw.—The sales had been as follows :—Grey Shirtings, 8.4 Iba. 
No sales; nominal value, $2.70 per piece. T-Cloths, 7 lbs., 1,090 
pieces, at $2.05 to 2.40 per piece. Lead, 1,000 pigs, at $7 per pi 1 
to Teamen. 

Canton.—The market for Lead had improved, an advance of 25 
cents per picul having taken place. Sales had been trivial, but 
stocks had not been augmented. Quotations were as follows :~

Amoy.—Teamen haying continued ready sellers, buying of Ooloungs 
had been more general, and considerable purchases had been made at 
prices showing a deciine of $2 to 3 per picul upon quotations pre- 
viously current. The arrivals hid been 215,192 half-chests, and the 
total settlements 211,092, leaving a stock of 4.100 half-chests, with a 
few thousand packages more to come in to complete the season’s 
supply. The S.S. Petersburg ‘and the barque Thracian were loading 
for New York, the former at £4, and the latter at £2 15s. por ton of 
40 feet. 

Canton.—-Buyers had been induced to enter the market by the more 
moderate demand of holders and a fair amount of business was re- 
corded.

20 to 22, which 
showed better value than former purchases ; afew parcels good medium 
to fine had been taken at Ts. 25 to 26, and new make sorts at Tis. 144 
to 15.

taken at Tis. 2.5.0. advance. This week the business has been more 
limited, only about 500 bales having found buyers, and prices are now 
the turn lower, so that our last circular’s quotations remain unaltered ; 
exchange however is 0}d. in favour of buyers. The transactions for 
America have also been on a much smaller scale, but prices for all 
good rereels and Kahings suitable for that market are firmly main- 
tained. Much difficulty continues to be found in obtaining fairly 
decent Silk, and parcel after parcel isrejected for inferiority to 
muster. The effect of this is mow showing itself in London, where 
reductions of 1s. Od. per Ib. have been made on the normal value of 
several well-known market chops. 

Canton.—Messrs. Deacon and Company’s Circular, saya :—With 
continued discouraging advices, regarding the state of the Home 
market, it is not to be wondered that only a moderate business has 
been done here, and it would have been well had some buyers evinced, 
earlier in the season, the caution which they now display. Abont 
550 bales have been settled, 300 of which were for French mail; fair 
and fine sorts have been mostly in favour, and certainly represent 
better value than No. 4 (Market) Tsatlee. A few bales of very good 
Loongkong have changed hands at $570. Anything under best of 
this description is undesirable, on account of the mixed and unclean 
thread. Re-reels have been settled on a small scale, say 100 boxes. 
Sixth crop staple arrives in small quantity, and does not meet with 
approval. The unsold stock is put down at 2,000 bales, composed 
of 1,600 bales Teatlee, 50 bales Loongkong, 56 bales Cumchuck, and 
300 bales inferior. °

THE “MARIA LUZ” CASE. 
The following “special correspondence” from Lima, Peru, ap- 
pears inthe New York Herald :— 


The Peruvian mind is very seriously exercised over the news recently 
received from Japan relative to the treatment of the captain of the 
coolie ship Maria Luz. The facts of the case are simply these :—The 
vessel with her live cargo left Macao for Callao direct, but, having en- 
countered heavy gales and stormy weather, put into a Japanese port in 
distress for repairs, While these repairs were being effected one of the 
coolies escaped, reached the shore and made a complaint to the Japanese 
authorities of cruelty at the hands of the captain, alleging at the same 
time that he was being conveyed to Peru against his consent. Assuming 
the story of the Chinaman to be correct the authorities proceeded to act 


ALL THE COOLIES 
on board were brought by force to land, and were declared free. The 
captain, on protesting, was sentenced to 100 lashes, or to 1U0 days’ im - 
prisonment, as he might prefer; and here the story ends, as the steamer 
bringing the news left the scene of conflict gt this point. 


THE PERUVIAN GOVERNMENT 

is more than indignant. The coolies were all engaged by contract in 
Macao, the papers were pronounced legal by the Governor and Consuls 
at that place, and the coolies themselves had signed the necessary docu- 
ments, and received the customary advance. The traffic, commonly 
called the coolie trade, while denounced by foreign nations, is permitted 
by the Portuguese holding the port of departure, and by the Peruvians 
receiving the immigrants. The vessel carried the Pernvian flag, and 
only entered the Japanese harbour to repair the damaze slic had suffered 
during the gale. The captain is an officer of the regular Peruvian 
navy, temporarily employed in commaad of the Maria Luz. 


THE CONTRACT 

was entered into in a foreign coantry between parties in no way amenable 
to the regulations of Japan, and the vessel being in Japanese waters 
purely through fortuitous circumstances was entitled to the protection 
and consideration afforded by international regulations. Had the coolics 
been taken from the Empire of Japan the case would assume, say the 
Peruvians, a totally d.fferent aspect. But Japan, taking to herself the 
province of an arbitrator in an affair foreign to her rights or even in- 
terest, places herself in an unenviable light. The Consuls resident in 
Yokohama proteated energetically against the proceedings of the 
Japanese tribunals, the English Chargé d’Affairs, Mr. Watson, alone 
upholding the action of Japan. 

The Peruvian Government having no representative at the scene of 
the occurrence has taken as evidence the relation published in the Japan 
Herald of tho 7th of September last, and is now having the account 
translated into Spanish for the information of the public. 

But in the meantime 

OTHER STEPS 

are being taken. The Embassy to be despatched by Peru to China and 
Japan leaves here on the 18th inst., and Captain Garcia y Garcia, the 
Chief of the Mission, a brother of the former Minister frum Pern to 
the United States, Dr. José Antonio Garcia y Garcia, will be fully in- 
structed as to the course he must pursue. The Japanese Government 
will be requested to make the necessary explanations and reparation 
for the damage caused by its conduct. 


CAPTAIN GARCIA WILL SAIL 
in the Independencia, a formidable ironclad frigate, mounting sixteen 
heavy guns, and constructed by Samuda, on the Thames, in 1865. We 
are here unaware of the force of the Japancse navy ; but should the 
matter prove serious it is said that the intrepid ‘‘Japs” will ftinl a 
tough antagonist ir. the frigate. 

I: is sincerely hoped here that the affair can be satisfactovily se'ticd 
by Captain Garcia without recourse to gunpowder; but the offence 
admits of no arrangement without a “‘ change of buse” on the part of 
his Majesty the Mikado.

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SHIPBUILDING ON THE MERSEY. 

Daring the year 1872 the shipbuilders on the Mersey have not been 
idle, and though the number of vessels launched is not so large as 
that of the previous year, yet the tonnage is greater. There can be 
no doubt that in consequence of the strikes which prevailed during 
the year in almost all branches of trade in Liverpool and Birkenhead, 
and especially amongst those employed in the iron shipbuilding yards, 
many orders which were intended for the Mersey were transferred 
to the Clyde or Belfast. However, notwithstanding all these hin- 
drances, the year closes with a very creditable list of vessels built and 
being built on both sides of the Mersey. 

As usual, Messrs. Bowdler, Chaffer, and Co., Seacombe, exhibit a 
good year’s work. This firm commenced the year by launching the 
gcrew-steamer Mercury, of 820 tons register, with engines of 60 
nominal horse power, for Mr. Alfred Holt, of Liverpool. The Mercury 
was built for the Suez Canal trade. The following screw-steamers 
have been built and launched for Messra. MacAndrews and Co., Lon- 
don and Liverpool, for the Spanish and Mediterranean trade, viz. :— 
The Cid and Pelayo (sister vessels), each of 1,700 tons, and 180 no- 
minal horse power, and having accommodation for 60 first class and 
400 steerage passengers. The Jovellanos and Juan Cunningham 
(sister vessels), each of 750 tons regiater, and 80 nominal horse power ; 
and the Miguel Sauez and Moratin, also sister vessels, each of 800 
tons, and 800 nominal horse power. The machinery for the first 
four vessels was constructed by Messrs. James Taylor and Co., of 
Birkenhead, and the engines for the two latter by Messrs. John Jones 
and Sons, Liverpool. A very handsome composite yacht, named the 
Modwena, of 230 tons, was built and launched. She is the property 
of Frederick Gretton, Esq., of Burton-on-Trent. A screw-steamer, 
named the Mino, of 700 tons, and 80 nominal horse power, was built 
for Messrs. Strong, Reid, and Page, of Liverpool, for the trade between 
the Mersey and the Spanish ports. The engines and boilers were 
constructed by Messrs. Fawcett, Preston, and Co., Liverpool, and the 
following veasel was also built, viz., the Ponce, of 850 tons, and 90 
nominal horse power, for Messra. William White and Co., of Liver- 
pool, for their West Indian line of steamers, the engines being supplied 
by Messrs. J. Taylor and Co., Liverpool. There are at present on the 
stocks and building two screw-steamers of 850 tons each, and 90-horse 
power ; one screw-steamer of 1,250 tons, and 200-horse power ; also 
one composite screw-steamer of 700 tons, and 200-horse power, the 
latter being built for the Pacific Steam Navigation Company, intended 
for a special trade. 

At Mesars. Laird Brothers’ Works, Birkenhead, the tonnage of new 
vessels completed during the year 1872 has been about 6,000 tons, 
besides the lengthening of four large vessels (representing an 
equivalent of about 6,000 tons of new work, and engines of about 
2,500-horse power nominal, on the compound system). Among the 
vessels were the following:—The Santa Rosa (steamship), of 2,130 
tons and 400-horse power, for the Pacific Steam Navigation 
Company; the Alcantara (steamship), of 218 tons and 70-horse 
power, for service in Brazil; the Lancushire Witch (steam yacht), of 
165 tons and 40-horse power ; and a small paddle steamer shipped in 
sections. The ships lengthened and spar decked and supplied with 
new machinery on the compound system during the year were the 
Canada and Greece of the National line, and the Manitoban of the 
Allan line, and the John Elder was lengthened for the Pacific 
Company. The work at present in progress at this establishment 
comprises three large screw-steamers with their machinery, all of 
which are in an advanced state of progress, and a paddle-wheel tug- 
vessel and four iron gunboats, together with their engines, for Her 
Mion s navy. 

rom the yard of Messrs. R. and J. Evans the following veasels were 
launched, namely :—The paddle-steamer Birkenhead, 428 tons re- 
gister, for Woodside ferry traffic; the screw-steamer Mimosa, 817 tons 
register, for the Liverpool and Brazil trade; two screw-steamers— 
Dahlia and Como—each 2,017 tons register, for Messrs. Hargrove, 
Fergusson, and Jackson, for the East India trade; the screw-steamer 
Rimac, 2,000 tons, built for the Valparaiso Steamship Company ; one 
screw-tuy, 48 tona, for the East Indies; one screw steam launch, 15 
tons, for Maranham ; two twin-screw steam launches, each 18 tons, 
for the West Coast of Africa; one screw steam launch, 10 tons, for the 
West Coast Coast of Africa ; one lighter, 24 tons, for the Weat Coast 
of Africa; and one composite yacht, 2U tons. Messra. Evans have at 
present one steamer for the Valparaiso Steamship Company, two 
steamers for the Brazil trade, and one large sailing ship for the East 
India trade. 

In connection with shipbuilding on the Mersey it may ba interest- 
ing to know to what extent one firm on the Clyde—Messrs. John 
Elder and Co.—has contributed towards the steam trade of the 
Mersey. Mesars. Elder have built during the year the following ves- 
sels tor the Pacific Steam Navigation Company :—The Aconcagua (s.8.), 
of 4,105 tons, and 6VU nominal horse power; the Truxillo (paddle), 
of 1,44!) tons, and 300 nominal horse power ; the Ilo (s.8.), 1,975 tons, 
and 300 nominal horse power; the Sorata (s.s.), of 4,013 tons, and 600 
nominal horse power ; the Illimani (s.8.), of 4,013 tons, and 600 nominal 
horse power ; and the ‘acora (s.8.), of 3,524 tons, and 550 nominal 
horse power. This firm is at present constructing engines for three 
screw-steamers of 400 nominal horse power for the same company. 
Messrs. Elder and Co. also launched during the year the screw-steamer 
Huddersfield, of 1,076 tons, and 120 nominal horse power, for the 
trade between Grimsby, Hamburg, and Antwerp ; and a sister ship, of 
the samo tonnage and horse power, named the Halifax, for the same 
trade.

THE FAILURE OF MESSRS. BOWLES BRO8. 

Advices to the 19th ult. report the arrest of Mr. Charles Bowles, 
head of the banking firm of Messrs. Bowles Brothers and Co. The 
arrest took place on the 18th, at Springfield, Massachusetts, at the 
civil suit of Mr. Huber, of that city, upon an affidavit made by 
him that he believed Mr. Charles Bowles was about to leave the 
State. Mr. Bowles gave bail to the effect that he would not leave 
the State. From a statement which he has published, it appears that 
he intended to go to Japan, in the hope of restoring his health. On 
arriving at New York he made certain arrangements which it was be- 
lieved would carry his house through its difficulties. He then pro- 


ceeded to San Francisco, and on the way heard of the failure of his firm 
and the arrest of his brother. 


After resting at San Francisco for two 
days, he started eastward. He declares that he has no wish to avoid 


any proceedings, civil or criminal, that may be taken against him, and 
although he does not deny the grave faults of his too extended business, 
he maintains his innocence of all criminal acts. The property of Mr. 


Nathan Appleton, of Boston, situated at Newport, has been attached by 
the creditors of Bowles Brothcra. The estate is represented to be worth 


$60,000. 


Mr. Robert Bowles, who was recently brought up at the Mansion 
House Police-eourt on a charge of fraud in connection with the failure 


of the firm, has been committed for trial.

piculs (about 2 lbs.) of the grain; but the whole surface devoted to 
this article does not exceed 125 acres. 


The author of the paper calcu- 
lates the sum to be expended in the growing of 1,000 pepper plants, 
and he finds that, taking into account the interest at 12 per cent. of 
the capital engaged therein, the whole expenditure will amount in 
four years to f.2,795, exclusive of the purchase of ground, which can 
always be resold. Now, a pepper plantation once established will last 
from forty to fifty years if properly looked after ; the yield of a shrub 
is 2 lbs. ; the price fetched by 2,000 Iba. is f.747, which represents the 


annual profit produced by the above outlay, being more than 25 per 


cent. 


Tue PrespyTertan Mission to Catna.—The English Independent 
says :—The China Mission of the English Presbyterian Charch is re- 
markable for its great success. Meetings in support of it have been 
held within the last week in Edinburgh, Glasgow, and Aberdeen ; and 
at these interesting addresses have been delivered by Dr. Carstairs 
Douglas, one of the missionaries in this country. From the states 
ments made, we learn that Scotland has this year sent £2,286 to the 
English Presbyterian’s Committee in London, being an increase of 
£324 upon the year 1871. Dr. Douglas also alluded to the success 
which had attended the mission’s operations in China, and also to the 
remarkable revolution that had recently taken place in Japan. He 
gaid he did not agree with those who thought the Japanese superior to 
the people of China. Let the Chinese Government change their 

olicy, and they would see far more wonderful things than had yet 

een seen in Japan. He thought he saw indications of such a change. 
Already, under the direction of a few Europeans, the Chinese were 
casting cannon, building iron vessels, and making engines for them ; 
and in so doing he believed they were just sawing across the branch 
on which they eat. They had failed in their attempt to rid themselves 
of foreigners by amicable means, and now they were going to try 
force. He had no doubt that this attempt to eject foreigners would 
be the means of throwing wide the gates of China to Weatern science 
and Western religion. From all accounts it ie clear that wondrous 
changes are in progress both in China and Japan. 


Tne importation by the Beaver Falls Cutlery Company, Pittsburg, 
Pennsylvania, of a number of Chinese, who have been introduced into 
the general workshops, has caused considerable dissatisfaction among the 
white workmen. The Chinese employed number nearly 160. It ie 
alleged that on their arrival an attempt was made to introduce a number 
of those who had first been employed into the more advanced branches 
of the business. To this the regular workmen objected, and it is alleged 
that they were requested to instruct the Chinese in the finer branches 
ofthe business, only to be discharged as svon as the Chinese could do 
the work. As arcsult, many white workmen from the various depart- 
mente gave up their situations. It is stated that the Chinamen do the 
work for $25 (gold) per month, which heretofore paid the white work- 
men $30 per month. ,

NEWCHWANG. 

Mr. Taintor, Acting Commissioner, reports a trade which, 
though almost unprecedentedly large, was, on the whole, unsatis- 
factory, owing to the extraordinary importation of Cotton Piece 
Goods, which remained on hand from the previous quarter, and 
were ndded by great arrivals, especially of T-Cloths in the quarter 

_under notice. Prices therefore declined ; half the season’s import 
remained unsold; but it was hoped that the stocks might be 
worked off in the next few shonitha. The scarcity of sycee also 
affected trade. In August exchange reached 12,300 Kwantung 
small cash per tael, a higher figure than had been known for some

money for sycee. The export of Beans was greater than any 
preceding quarter, and that of Bean Cakes has been exceeded 
only two or three times. The arrivals of Beans from the inte- 
rior was checked by want of water in the rivers, and cargoes suf- 
fered injury from the weather and plunder from pirates. The 
Tapatial Edict directing the destruction of the Poppy crop in this 
rovince and the adjacent district of Mongolia, mentioned in the 
Report for the previous quarter, was in many places carried into 
effect, and whatever cultivation still exists is clandestine; native 
Opium, therefore, became very scarce, though the price advanced 
no more than ten per cent., owing toa belief that the exclusive 
use of native Opium causes an eruption of the skin. The number 
of vessels entered was 55, against 30 in the corresponding quarter 
of the former year, and the tonnage increased from 23,271 to 
45,082. The vessels cleared were 49, against 35; tonnage 41,728, 
against 26,127. Among the imports, T-Cloths rose from 25,500 
ieces in the corresponding quarter of the previous year ; Grey 
Bhirtings fell from 50,850 to 28,449, and White from 6,385 to 
2,900. Drills show a large increase ; American, from 300 picces 
to 5,930; Dutch, from 4,600 to 10,649 ; English, from 1,000 to 
1,767. Jeans rose from 360 pieces to 9,872. Woollens showed a 
decrease of about 20 per cent. Metals decreased ; Bar Iron from 
5,787,13 to 1,964,47. Malwa Opium decreased from &44 to 523. 
Paper rose from 2,838 to 5,941. Brown Sugar fell from 38,784 
to 30,793. The Revenue was Tls. 87,813, against Tls. 71,236 in 
the corresponding quarter of 1871 and Tls. 57,031 in 1870. 
TIENTSIN. 
Mr. Commissioner Hannen reports that during’ the first three 
uarters of the year there was a falling off in the import of Piece 
Goods to the extent of 600,000 pieces. American Drills also show 
an import of 36,000 pieces less than in the corresponding three 
uarters of 1871. All other Cotton Piece Goods showed a con- 
siderable increase. From the opening of the port to Sept. 30, 
1872, White Shirtings showed an excess of 29,939 pieces ; Dycd, 
of 10,684 ; English Drills. of 54,555 ; Dutch, of 4,741 ; Sheetings, 
of 50,392 ; Jeans and Twills, of 41,130 ; Chintzes and Furniture, 
of 14,726 ; and Handkerchiefs, of 10,835 dozens. American Drills, 
continue to yield place to English and Dutch. One peculiar fea- 
ture in the exports was 112,000 Taels’ worth of copper cash, part 
of 800,000 brought here in 1868, when it was intended to call in 
all the 10-cash pieces, which would have required ten times the 
amount. Last year the Governor-General had some idea of build- 
ing a considerable addition to the city of Tientsin, in which case 
this money could have been utilised. The plan was abandoned, 
owing to the floods ; recently, some native merchants and pawn- 
brokers have taken off a portion. 

The decrease in the import of opium was trifling compared with 
last year, and the serious falling off in the previous quarter was 
not maintained, whilst the native drug continues to encroach on 
its rival, the native importers of the latter seem inclined to retire 
before the{foreign traders established here, a result not unlooked 
for, seeing the little encouragement the business has yielded for 
some time back. The price of native opium is considerably less 
than it was two or three years ago, the result of the largely in- 
creased production. It is grown in Shantung, Kuan-tung, Sze- 
chuan, and Yunnan. The millet harvest promised well. 

The tonnage entered was almost exactly the same asin the 
corresponding quarter of the previous year. The revenue shows 
Tle. 91,821, against Tls. 109,497 in 1871, and Ts. 105,386 in 1870. 

Some fatal accidents occurred. The old gunboat Jnsolent, which 
had been bought by the Taku Pilot Company, and re-named the 
Pathfinder, burst her boiler, killing a native fireman. Mr. Schmidt, 
engineer of H.M.S. Thistle, died from scalds caused by a similar 
accident. 

In consequence of the inundations, fifty-seven Hsien of the 144 
in the province had been reported in a condition to require the 
total or partial remission of taxation. The water on the plain at 
the back of the settlement must have been within three feet of 
the bund, while the water in the river at one time was about the 
same height, thus leaving the settlement on a narrow slip of land 
with water rising rapidly on both sides of it. How much reliance 
can be placed in the fact that past experience leads us to take 
these as exceptional conditions, is matter for serious considera-

KIUKIANG. 

Mr. Commissioner Kopsch reportsa considcrable decrease in the 
imports of Shirtings and T-Cloths as compared with the corre- 
sponding quarters of previous years, but he thinks the figures he- 
token nothing more than a temporary lull in the demand. The 
revenue rose from Tls. 151,461 in 1870 to Ta. 197,391 in 1871, 
and Ts. 222,601 in 1872. Every item in the Table shows a great 
increase, and particularly ‘l'ransit Dues. The tonnage was slightly 
under 1871. In exports, Black ‘lea showed 49,389 piculs, against 
56,836, while Green rose from 15,667 to 31,071.

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THE MALACCA DEFALCATIONS. 

Matacca has created for itself an unenviable notoriety, of 
which it can scarcely expect to purge itself, even by the 
rompt and proper punishment of the convicts who have 
tirouatit its present disgrace upon it. One, the assistant 
treasurer, and the other, the chief clerk, have been sentenced 
to seven years’ transportation for embezzling upwards of 
$9,000 from the Malacca Treasury. No more scandalous 
revelation of official neglect or incapacity has come to our 
knowledge. We are gravely told by our esteemed contem- 
porary, the Straits Times, that the delinquents were detected 
“through a surprise survey of their departments.” Now, 
what in the world does our contemporary mean by a “sur- 
prise” survey? Is there avything “surprising” in the 
fact cf periodical inspections being made, and balances 
struck? Or—“not to put too fine a point upon it,” as 
Dickens says—must we suppose that the staff of this so- 
called “ Treasury ”—lucus a non lucendo—is composed of 
Colonial Office favourites, ignorant, incompetent, or unprin- 
cipled enough to make their audits mere matters of form ? 
The idea of thefts to such an amount as $9,000 from such a, 
very small revenue, and in sucha very little place, being 
carried on under the very noses of the authorities is simply 
monstrous. 








HONG KONG. 

Sir ArTauR Kennepy has chosen an unhappy moment for 
the blandishments which he is lavishing on the natives in 
Hong Kong. His Excellency is a trifle before his age, and 
he will be luckier than most men if he does not find to his 
cost that his—doubtless well meant— endeavours have only 
succeeded in exciting the mockery of the Chinese, and the 
repugnance of the foreign residents. Matter of the very 
gravest moment is, as Sir ARTHUR KENNEDY very well knows, 
depending in the balance. Such a period of suspense is not 
@ proper one to air crotchets in. The Governor of Hong 
Kong ought not, for a moment, to lose sight of the fact that 
the place confided to his charge is a British colony, solely 
and exclusively under British government. Every Chinese 
whoenters the culony, and conducts himself as a good citizen, 
should, no doubt, be recognised as, in his degree, acceptable. 
But if Sir ARtauR KeEnnepy puts out of sight the conse- 
quence which “ too much familiarity” invariably breeds, he 
.will find that he has placed a fatal impediment in the way 
of the progress which he is so zealous to urge forward. Festina 
lente, Six ARTHUR ; which we' will take the liberty of freely 
translating into our old Saxon proverb— More haste than 
good speed.” You cannot mix oil and water so as to pre- 
vent them from separating by reason of their several pro- 
perties. Do not, therefore, try to bring natives and foreigners 
together before they are agreed upon the terms of their 
future intercourse. 


At a late meeting of the Russian Society for the En- 
eouragement of Commerce and Industry, a report was read 
by M. Boutine upon the opening up of a new route from 
Russia, through Tartary, to China. Two expeditions were sent 
out, the second being at the worst period of the year, and 
having to travel through a desert covered with snow. Twenty- 
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five men and 150 camels were sent, and 1,500 pouds of 
Chinese merchandise was brought back. It is expected that 
the proof thus given of the possibility of traversing the Mon- 
golian steppes will give a new spur to the trade with China, 
although some fresh arrangements will, it seems, have to be 
entered into with the Chinese authorities, who at present in- 
sist on all caravans passing by way of Ourga and Kiakhta. 





One of the English steamers chartered by the Pacific Mail 
Company, to run on the San Francisco, Japan, and China 
line, has been named the Quang-se. She is a fine pow- 
erful steamer of 2,000 tons, and will be commanded by Capt. 
Maury, one of the senior commanders. The other two 
steamers chartered by the company are now in China 
waters, and will be taken over there. 





SALE OF CHINESE ENAMELLED WARE. 

A very remarkable sale of cloisonnés enamelled articles, the 
property of M. Louirette, took place last week in Paris ; nine lots, 
comprising sixteen vases, groups, perfume burners, é&c., were 
sold for the large sum of f.33,250 (£1,330) ; one pair of vases with 
red ground and decorated with insects and flowers, not large, fetched 
over £240. At the same sale six lots of old Chinese porcelain, eight 

ieces in all, sold for £400 ; these were principally of that kind 
Caen in France as famille verse, the green family. A few articles 
of Japanese manufacture sold equally well; a small covered cup 
in milky white jade sold for £59 ; a group in rock crystal, consist- 
ing of a small vase, a pitong in the form of a trunk of a tree and 
a spherical water bottle, sold for £140 ; another similar ornament, 
£123 ; a pen-case, also in rock crystal, £52 ; and a necklace, com- 
posed of flowers, insects, &c.,in gold, green and white jade, amber, 
&c., an ancient work, £96 ; finally five door curtains or portidres, 
fetched on an average more than £44 each. The sale included 
ninety-two lots, and the total produced was over £4,597, an ua- 
usually brilliant resylt. 





FRENCH TREATY WITH JAPAN. 


The French Government is occupied with the revision, not only 
of the Chinese, but also of the Japanese Treaty of Commerce ; 
the Minister of Agriculture is now engaged on a scheme in view 
of the expiration of the Treaty of 1853, and the customs’ conven- 
tion signed at Yedo in 1866. Since the signing of the above 
Treaty, say the French authorities, the relations of European 
commerce with Japan have been greatly modified and developed. 
Amongst the Articles to the current Treaty which should be re- 
vised is Article 3, which excludes foreigners from trade with the 
interior of the empire of Japan, and in case the French authori- 
ties should not succeed in obtaining complete satisfaction on this 
point, it is urged that the Government should insist on the right 
of buying and selling on sample delivered at one of the open 
ports of Japan. The clauses 7 and 18, which regulate the admi- 
nistration of justice between the Japanese and foreigners, are also 
considered to be defective, while the growth of trade, it is added, 
brings to light more and more every day the imperfections of tho 
monetary system. 


CHINESE LABOUR. 
(MORNING POST ) 

The telegram from Hong Kong respecting the e:tablishment o/ 
native Chinese steam companics might perhaps readily pass as unim- 
portant and wanting in special significance. In truth, however, the 
news is full of meaning to those who will look a little into what has 
been the past and what may be the future of the Chinese. Being the 
most Conservative people in the world, they instinctively and ob- 
stinately object to, and oppose, every new idea presenied to them. 
But, being also marvellously fond of gain, they will generally fall in 
with foreign customs that they have themselves seen, after long triala, 
to be profitable. We know that the Chinese, for instance, will have 
none of our railway projects by which we would open up and develcp 
their country for them, and to this day there ia no railway established 
in China. But the case of steam navigation shows that the time fcr 
the railways may, and probably will, yet come. When we established 
steam trading and passenger vessels the Chinese at first were shy of 
them, then came to use them, then saw that their employment was 
safe and profitable, and lastly, as we have just been informed, have 
come by degrees actually to own and work considerable steam com- 
panies of their own. There may be more difficulty in regard to the 
railways. The Mandarins will probably continue to oppose them as 
tending to open up too much the country which it is their object and 
to their profit to keep closed. But in the present day Chinamen have 
in a great measure overcome their prejudices with regard to visiting 
and living among the “ barbarians,”’ as they used to call all foreigners ; 
and going in considerable numbers to America and India, they will 
see and appreciate the use and advantages of railways; and these men, 
returning home, as all Chinese strive religiously to do, will carry with 
them ideas that may eventually bear fruit in the shape of native rail- 
ways. i

labour. Mr. Medhuret says in his book, ‘The Foreigner in Far 

- Cathay,” that the Chinese are “ peculiarly fit to compete in the mar- 
xets of the world.” They are, he observes, “ goud agriculturists, me- 
chanics, labourers, and sailors; and they possess all the intelligence, 
delicacy of touch, and unwearying patience which are necessary to 
render them first-rate machinists and manufacturers.” And then he 
goes on to make this observation, which may perhaps somewhat startle 
our trades’ unionists. Shoald matters, he says, go on as they are now 
doing in England, the labouring and artisan class ‘ must not wonder 
if they find themselves ere very long displaced and distanced by the 
hitherto despised but none the less practical, useful, and Jabour-loving 
Chinaman.” The idea is by no means 80 wild ag it may possibly ap- 
pear on first thoughts. If the Chinese have established themselves ag 
& permanent and increasing institution on the Western States of 
America, why should they not establish themselves eventually in Eng- 
land? They have been ill used and opposed by the Americans, but, 
as Mr. Medhurst remarks, they have “ proved themselves veritable 
working bees, and made good their footing to the exclusion of less 
quiet, less exacting, less active, or less intelligent artisans and 
labourers.” 

There is just one difficulty in the way of what Mr. Medharst thas 
points to that must not be overlooked, and that is possibly formidable 
enough to render the project impracticable. 
tance. It is comparatively an easy mutter for the Chinese to run 
across the Pacific to America or Australia, or to work round to India ; 
bat to go all the way to England would be quite another matter. And 
then there is the question of the Chinaman’s return to his own country, 
alive or dead, to complicate the affair. Nevertheless the stimulus of 
excessively high wages might overcome even this formidable difficulty. 
At this momenta great number of coal miners are striking in Scotland 
because they think they ought to have lls. a day rather than 9s. If 
such wages as these, or anything near them, were to become the rule 
in this country, the Chinaman, accustomed to work at about one-fourth 
of that rate, might be tempted to embark for what to him would aeem 
an El Dorado; and if the employer of labour were to assist him in 
coming, that which may possibly now appear chimerical might be 
realised. But whother that be so or not, it is quite clear that the 
Chinese are at length feeling and responding to the spirit of the age. 
They are rapidly learning from the European all that he cao teach 
them in the way of skilled labour. They are building steam war 
ships and making large gane for themselves. And they are eatablish- 
ing steam navigation companies for the development of the resources 
of their country. The barrier against barbarian ideas has been long 
and obstinately maintained ; but it seems to be now yielding to the 
pressnre of enlightenment from without. There are millions upon 
millions of these intelligent and ‘“ labour-loving” men almost ready 
to enter into the world’s competition. And who shall venture to de- 
termine limits to the effects of the breaking loose of this vast sea of 
patient labour ?

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
RoTTeERDAM, JAN. I, 1873. 

At last the Budget debate in the Second Chamber has been brought 
to a close, and the members of the First Chamber have assembled to 
examine the several chapters in the sections. I need not say that the 
discussions have been somewhat hurried, and that the examination af 
the Reform Bill in the sections qn the very last day before the recess 
was little more than a farce. But, nevertheless, tho examination tovk 
place by about a dozen members, the others having all left to spend 
the Christmas holidays, When the Budget of the Financial Depart- 
ment was brought forward a complete reform of our aystem of taxa- 
tion was warmly recommended. But the Minis‘er refused to make 
known his plans. He was of opinion that since the eehce of his pre- 
decessor it ig not possible at present to think about a reform in this 
direction. The papers are not at all content with this declaration. A 
warm debate likewise took place upon the proposed separation between 
Church and State. The Minister had brought forward a measure with 
this object, which of course all the ecclesiastical parties opposed, and 
the measure wus lost by 42 against 30 votes. The discussion upon the 
Culonial Budget only lasted a few hours, and was anything but interest- 
ing. All the old arguments against tho quasi Liberal system were 
brought forward by the Conservatives, and a considerable portion of 
“national time ” was spent without any result, Mr, Gevers Deynoot 
delivered a warm specch in favour of establishing a steam line between 
Java and Australia. ‘The Minister, however, said little In reply, but 
communicated the fact that as soon as the Chamber re-assembles he 
will lay before the members a Java Railway Bill. The Budget was car- 
ried by 63 uyainst 1 vote. 

The main question of the day is the centract between the Commercial 
Company and this town to construct, as I told yun before, mercantile 
establishments, docks, and harbours on the other sileof the river. This 
contract has been subject to a very animated debate in the papers ; and 
a mass of correspondence, petitions, and addresses, pro and con, have 
been forwarded to our Town Council, bat in the end the contract was 
accepted by 27 against 8 votes. Thus, within six years, we shall see a 
second Rotterdam on the other side of the Maese, the prosperity of 
which depends greatly upon the new waterway from this tuwn to the 
sea, and [I am glud to say that, according to the official aunounce- 
ments, there scems to be no questiun about the success of that under- 
taking. 

The company which was, us you will remember, recently established 
to promote trade and industry is about to establish a brewery of Bavarian 
beer in this place, and will also assist the newly opened stcam line 
between Rotterdam and America by building, it is said, five new 
steamers. The truth of this last report, however, I cannot guarantee. 
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So much is certain, that this company is showing wonderful activity, but 
the shares are not yet quoted on the Bourse, which has becn very dull. 
The result of this year’s traile and finances hai been upon the whole 
satisfactory, and therc is every reason to believe that our national pros- 
perity will inerease, especially when the railway extensions now be.ng 
made are completed and our port thus placed in direct communication 
with the general system of European railways; in the meanwhile it 
must be said that mure haste might be made, It is semi-officially 
stated that the railways wiil not be completed before the yeay 1876. 

The Minister of the Colonial Department stated inthe sitting of the 
Second Chamber, which was held on the 2Ist ult., that he would Jay 
before the members, after the Christmas recess, a Bill concerning the 
construction of railways in Java. Some details of this measure are 
now published, Itis stated that in the month of March six engineers 
and eight oversecrs will be sent to the west coast of Sumatra to trace a 
railway from tho Ambilien coal mines to the coast. Mr. Cluysenacr, 
of Breda, will be appointed engincer-in chief. It has created much as- 
tonishment that, when the Colonial Budzet was in discussion in the 
Second Chamber, so much laste was made that there was no time to 
ask the Minister about his plans and views with regard to the Agrarian 
Law. Mr. Fransen van de Putte did not sav one word about it, but 
it is, nevertheless, just the qnestion upon which our colonial policy 
turns. If the conditions which are imposed by the Royal deevces, under 
which this law came into force, are not removed, then it is impossible 
that the agriculture in Java can develop itself satisfactorily. 

Several times I have noticed complaints made by our shipowners that 
the greater portion of the East India produce shipped on private account 
to Holland is forwarded by foreign, especially Eaglish vessels, 1 was, 
therefore. somewhat astonished to tind in an article of the Shipping and 
Mercantile Gazette (repro'luced in your issue of the 20th alt.) the fol- 
lowing statement :—“ There has always been a disposition on the part 
of the Dutch to reserve their colonial trade, but especially the Eastern 
trade of the Netherlands, for Dutch vessels.” From the official statisti- 
cal returns for 1871—the latest which are published—I learn that in 
that year 260 vessels arrived jn our harbours from Java, and of this 
number 190 vessels were under the Datch flay, and forty-six were Eny- 
lish. Well informed peraona assure me that in the year jast past the 
number of English vessols which have arrived with Java cargoes has 
been much larger than in the former year. 

There is an improvement ia the Commercial circles in Amsterdam, 
and very trifling failures only are announced. 

Mr. D. T. Baucrmann has been appointed Consul for the German 
Empire at Maccassar. 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

Owinz to the intervening holidays hardly any business has been 
doing in our market for Colonial and Foreign Produce, but a healthy 
tone continues to prevail for most of the leading articles, the more so 
a3 the recent disturbances in the Moncey Market, which have to some 
extent interfered with the free development of enterprise, are now con- 
sidered to be overcume, and the new year promises consequently to 
commence under more favourable circumstances for the promotion of 
commercial and industrial undertakings than its predecessor. 

CorrrE.—Hardly any business has been done; bat the late advance 
continues to be well supported, in the proportion of 4c. to 49$c. for 
good ordinary Company’s Java. We continue to have liberal arrivals, 
about 20,700 bags Java having come to hand for account of the Nether- 
lands Trading Company, and 19,341 bags on private account. Sales have 
been closed of 1,140 bags Java, ex Zecbloem, at 46}c. Total stock, 
877,700 bags, against 669,100 bags in 1871. 

Txa.—Prices are well supported, but no salcs have been closed since 
my last. Stock, 4,200/4 chists. 

Java ToBacco.—There are no transactiuns to report. 
bales. 

SuGar has not been (alt in, but there is no alteration in the general 
position of the article. The impocts of Java Sagar last year show a 
deficiency of 37,725 baskets, compared with the previous year. This 
gradual falling off in these supplies may be considered as the result of 
the abolition in Java of the differential duties, and also of the new 
regulations fur the contracts of the Government, which exempt the 
manufacturers of the obligation to deliver part of their production of 
Sugar to the Government, so that the shipment of Java Sugar to Hol- 
land is being reduced in the same ratio us the export from Java to the 
other parts of the world increases. Total stuck in Holland, 30,593,723 
kilo. 

SPIces.—The position of the dfferent articles under this head offers 
no alteration to report. Cloves continue to be inquire after. Stock : 
Nutmegs, 2,724 casks; Muce 293 casks ; Cloves, 2,216 casks; Cinnamon, 
10 casks.

PORTUGAL. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
LisBox, Desc. 28. 
Senor Thomaz Ribeiro, formerly secretary at Goa to Viscount San 
Jannario, now Governor-General in Macao, has published a letter, in 
which he endeavours to justify the acts of the Viscount with reference 
to Senor Francisco de Magathaes, naval physician, and writer in the 
paper Oriente. Senor Ribeiro says that tue Viscount has to struggle 
with very serious difficulties in his relations with the Court of Peking, 
and more directly with the mandarins of Canton; that the Chinese 
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people of Macao are our natural enemies, and that by every means in 
their command they endeavour to accomplish our ruin, and that they 
threaten the life of the Governor. He recollects that some years ago Senor 
Amarat, then Portuguese Governor-General, was killed by the Chinese 
The letter finishes by urging that the authority of the Governor of, 
Macao should be extended. Our Government, it is etated, has signified 
its disapproval of the proceedings of some members of the Macao Go- 
vernment, in which number are the naval physician and the judge, and 
is likewise discontented with Viscount San Januario, who is to be re- 
placed, as I said in my last letter, by Senor Quintino de Macedo. 

Senor Fradesso da Siteira,a member of the Commission appointed 
to arrange the objects to be exhibited in the Exhibition of Vienna, has 
arrived from Austria, where he had been sent by the Government. His 
journey has been of some utility, for he has succecded in obtaining a 
gallery near that allotted to Spain. He has brought with hin plans, 
and all the explanations which are necessary in orderto judge the effect 
which our Exhibition will produce. Theso plans will be presented to 
the Commission at its next meeting, which will be held shortly. It 
seems that there is an idea to establish a kind of shop near the Exhi- 
bition, where our wines, fruits, and other products can be sold, and thus be 
brought under notice in foreign markets. The area for our Agricultural 
Exhibition contains 340 meters in the park attached to the building. In 
the space to be called Pavillon Du Petit Enfant, which is destined for the 
exhibition of all that appertains to infancy, there is an idea to erect a 
statuo representing a woman of the province of Minto, suckling a child. 

The Cortes will be opened on the 2nd of Jannary, and it is rumoured 
by Opposition newspapers that there will be a dissolution, owing to the 
lack of a Government majority. J believe, with most people who are 
free from extreme bias of party, that the Government will retain the 
majority they have had in previous sessions, The Opposition is making 
ready for work, and the Ministers at the same time are elaborating 
some proposals to reduce the expenditure of their departments, and to 
increase the revenue. Besides the Opposition presided over by Duke 
of Loulé, there is another party formed against the Government under 
the leadership of the Bishop of Vizen, These two Opposition parties 
will unite to attack the President of the Council, who, it is complained, 
has committed manv irregularities in his administration of the War 
Department, and that of Finance. 

A Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between Portugal and Spain 
wa, signed on the 20th inst. For two or three years both Governments 
have been occupied with this subject, and their labours have at length 
been crowned with success. It is also reported that in a short time 
some additional Articles to the Treaty of Extradition with Spain will 
be signed, with reference to the punishment of death. The object of 
this will be to save from capital punishment prisoners who by the cffect 
of the Treaty may be arrested in Portugal. 

The prevalence of small-pox in Lisbon has increased to an extent 
which is attracting the attention of the Medical Society, which has ap- 
pointed a commission of physicians to study the subject. This commis- 
sion hae presented its report, urging the Government to establish com- 
pulsory vaccination, with punishment for neglect or contumacy. At 
present the disease has not made many victims, but there have been 
about six hundred persons attacked, according to the official reports. 

Mr. Augueto Schmidt, agent of the New London and Brazilian Bank, 
Limited, in Lisbon, has fallen a victim to an attack of small-pox. This 
gentleman had gone to Oporto on the business of the bazk. As soon 
as he arrived he was attacked, and in a few days he was dead. Mr. 
Manoct Jose Machado, one of the most opulent merchants, brother of 
the late Francisco Havier Machado, merchant, in Gibraltar, died last 
week, bequeathing a fortune of about £600,000 to his nephews, his only 
relatives. 

The works of the American railway are to begin in a short time 
betwen Alcantara and Belem. Some days since Mr. José Gomes de 
Oliveira Guimaraes, one of the directors of the company, started for 
England to arrange for a supply of materials for constructing the line, 

Intelligence from Cabo Verde says that an earthquake has been 
experienced in the Island of Brava, which has caused considerable 
damage. There were more than twelve shocks in all, one of extreme 
viulence. Seventy houses had been completely destroyed, and none 
remained without some damage. The only victim was a child. The 
inhabitants are waiting for the construction of barracks, as they are 
afraid to return to their Louacs. 

Mr. Francisco Jusé Bello, vice-consul of Portugal, at Porto Alegre, 
Brazil, bas been promoted to the rank of consul, as reward and acknow- 
Jedgment of good servicer. Mr. Bello is one of the ornaments of our 
consular corps, and the Minster for Foreign Affairs has done wisely in 
making this promotion. ‘ 

On the night of the 19th inst. there was a great flood in Oporto, 
which caused great damage to the gas works. All the city was 
suddenly placed iu darkucss, and the theatres were illuminated with 
petroleum. —

The statistics of the foreign trade of British India in 1871-2 
show with regard to imports that there had been a decrease in 
China, chiefly in silk, to the extent of £271,297. The export 
trade to China had increased, and that increase had occurred 
principally in opium. 

We have received from Messrs. Durant and Co. an elaborately- 
compiled table, showing the imports and deliveries, also the va- 
riations in the stocks and in prices of silk from the year 1830 up 
to the present time. 

The Manchester Market has maintained a firm tone, but there 
has been no increase in the demand, and the business transacted 
has been small. The result of the stock-taking of cotton in Liver- 
pool has given the market a rather quieter turn. 

Tenders for £650,000 in bills on India were received on the Ist 
inst, at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were : 
—To Calcutta, £423,100; to Bombay, £220,000; and Madras, 
£6,900. The minimum price was fixed, as before, at ls. 104d. 
Tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 1s. 103d. will receive about 
13 per cent., and on Bombay at that price, about 38 per cent. ; 
above, on all the Presidencies, in full. 

Bar silver has been steady at 593d. per oz. standard, the de- 
mand being chiefly for France. Mexican dollars, of the old 
coinage, are without alteration in price, being quoted at 60d. per 
oz. ; the rate is, however, quite nominal, scarcely any having come 
to hand ; the new coinage has been sold at a slight advance, and 
may now be quoted at 58gd. per oz 

‘The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company's steamer 
Massili 1, which left Southampton on the 2nd inst. was in gold—to 
Malta. £50,000 ; to Galle, £785; in silver—to Penang, £10,100 ; 
to Hong Kong, £3,000; to Shanghai, £3,250 ;—total, in gold,

; TEA. 

The market opened Thursday with a public sale of 2,493 packages 
Canton Scented and Green Teas, per Hector and Gordon Castle, which 
were offered without reserve on account of the importers, and all sold. 
The prices obtrined show no improvement upon the clo ing rates of 
laat year; 1,300 boxes Scented Orange Pekoe sold at 1s. 2d. to 1s. 2}d.; 
581 boxes Scented Caper at 1s. O}d. to 1s. 83d.; 300 boxes Gunpowder 
at 1s.; and 312 boxes young Hyson at 1s. 23d. to Is. 3d. 


SILK. 

The following is Messrs. Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co.’s Circular :— 

The market continues in an exceedingly dull state, hardly anything 
having been done during the past month in Asiatic Silk. There 
appears a general pause among buyers, and the new year opens with 
an unusually quiet market. 

Of the year 1872 it muat be said that the result has been by no 
means satisfactory to Silk operators. Owing to excessive competition 
in the East, prices have been maintained there at a high standard 
throughout the year, having been, with rare exceptions, continually 
in excess of London rates, and although not to any important extent

Messre. John Samuels and Co., of Manchester, who suspended 
last week with liabilities of about £100,000, have presented a 
petition for liquidation to the Manchester County Court. 

A preliminary meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Thornton 
and Co. has been held at Manchester. The gross liabilities of the 
firm were estimated at £181,000, and the assets at £57,000, show- 
ing about 83. in the pound. The estate was stated to be exceed- 
ingly complicated, the real trade debts being only £60,000, the 
remainder of the liabilities beiug on bill and other transactions. 

- The following notifications of changes in commercial firms have 
been issued :— 
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howing loss, yet under the most favourable circumstances imports 
only just managing to squeeze out and doing no good. For the extreme 
quiet and flatness of our market, which has been the disappointing 
feature of the last five or six months, there is little doubt the cause 
exists in the extensive purchases ‘‘to arrive” of China and Canton 
Silks, which were made at the beginning of the campaign, and which, 
from their magnitude and the high rates paid, have quite disorganised 
the markel, and prevented that steady and regular busines3 which 
would otherwise have taken place during the summer and autumn 
months, and under which we should have had a more cheerful and 
healthy trade. The market is still labouring under the effects of 
this undesirable system, and it is to be hoped that another 
season will be spared the folly of these gigantic purchases ‘‘to arrive,” 
which, by the disorganisation they bring about, do harm to all con- 
cerned in the Silk trade, by checking the steady purchases of the 
actual consumer, thus giving us an unreliable market, and causing 
extreme prices to be paid in the East, benefiting alone the producers, 
who reap all the profits of the year. There is little to be said of the 
course of the market in the first six months of the past year preceding 
the new season’s arrivals of Silk. In January and part of February 
the market was active, and prices rather stiffened, with good enquiry 
for Silk generally, a quieter but still steady market subsequently until 
May, when a firmer tone prevailed, and much business was done during 
the next two months, prices of China Silk advancing, and from the 
middle of June to theend of July eager purchases of new Silk were also 
being made ‘‘toarrive :” since then nothing but quiet, and prices easier, 
imperceptibly giving way at times, butnot toany extent, and, as a general 
rule, good Silk commanding full rates from its comparrative ecarcity. 
China Silk again shows the most important figures, the stock being 
26,600 bales, against 19,700 at this time last year, It continues to 
be the leading Asiatic Silk, but the quality seems to degenerate, and 
especially so towards the middle of the season, no doubt the cause of 
hurried reeling and too great haste in preparation. Japan Silk, which 
shares with Bengal in its uncertain periods of demand, calls for no 
special observation ; the Silk is certainly not in favour generally with 
manufacturers, and has become more a Silk for speculative dealing than 
any other on this market; there is a great want of regniarity in the 
size and quality of most of the Mybash which is imported, and the 
anticipated improvement in the reeling which we were led to expect 
this season has not to any extent been realised ; the common descrip- 
tions are at all times most difficult of sale. The stock of Japan Silk, 
however, is lighter than last year, 7,600 bales against 9,590. The 
position of Canton Silk ia satisfactory, notwithstanding stocks are 
large, 9,900 bales, against 8,700 at this time list year; the present 
market price of Tsatlee is moderate, and should induce business, but 
there is a good deal of complaint of the unevenness and foulness of the 
Silk generally, which specially affects the sale of Loong Kongs. 


Yotal stocks are heavy, and we begin the new ycar with large figores, 
but this is a natural conseqnence of the continuous rapid arrivals, 
which, by means of the direct steam communication between London 
and the East, now reach ua in the early months of the season. The 
great bulk of the Silk which can come between July 1872-3 has ar- 
rived, and if our market only shows signs of an early improvement, 
deliveries will soon begin to tell upon the stocks. 
late the deliveries have been falling off, and especially go during the 
last few weeks, thus helping to increase the stocks in hand. Manu- 
facturers and throwsters hold very litle raw silk, and must, one would 
think, soon come on the market again in force. Export demand — 
always limited now during the firat six or seven months of the season, 
owing to the direct shipments to the Continent, which enable buyers 


to supply themselves for a time from their own importations—may be ! 


looked for again shortly, and we may fairly hope for more general 
inquiry after the unnaually long period of quiet through which our 
market has of late passed. 





Corree —The market privately has been active, at prices in favour 
of sellers for all kinds. On the spot Native Ceylon has been sold at 
80s., and business has been done in Plantation at very full rates. For 
arrival Native Ceylon has been sold from 78s.
